Through the generosity of the Foellinger Foundation, a grant was received to 
implement the master plan for the Foellinger-Freimann Botanical Conservatory. One 
phase of the plan is to construct a new addition to the existing facility that would include 
a new lobby, gift shop & meeting room. The existing lobby and gift shop will be 
renovated into an educational area that will include interactive exhibits to entertain our 
visitors as they learn about plants. These educational exhibits are under a separate 
contract. 


The improvements are needed since our existing lobby is not adequate or 
inviting. Also our present gift shop is too small. The addition of educational exhibits will 
add excitement and a new method to tell the visitor about plants. 


The facility is not funded with tax dollars, so we need to continue to make 
improvements to encourage visitors to return.
